El Paso, Tex ., Dec. 27.—According 
to reliable reports, San Carlos, fifteen 
miles from LaJitas, Tex ., across the 
Mex ican border, has fallen into the 
hands of the rebels. There have been a 
num ber of raids on Mex ican ranches 
by insurgents near there, but in each 
ca se they hay© given receipts for what 
they have taken, “payable on the day 
of victory to the Maderista cause.” 
Práx edes Geurra, formerly identified 
with the E. Flores Magon movement 
in St. Louis and Los Angeles, is com­ 
manding the insurgent forces that cap­ 
tured the trains out of Juarez last 
Thursday, and this is taken to indicate 
that the Magonistas in the United 
States have joined the Maderistas in 
Mex ico in a common cause against 
Diaz. 
Magon was the provisional 
president and director of the revolu­ 
tion against Mex ico three years ago, 
when the buttles of Las Vachas, Polo- 
mas and Cananea were fought. 
Six hundred more soldiers are ex ­ 
pected at once at Juarez, opposite El 
Paso, according to reports in official 
circles. 
These will be sent south as 
soon as the bridges can be repaired so 
trains can move to the Mormon col­ 
ony region again. 
Some of the troops 
will guard the track while repairs are 
being made. 
Reports received at Chihuahua are 
that Cusihiuriac, in that state, has 
fallen into rebel hands. The same dis­ 
patches say no reports have reached 
there of fighting in the mountains west 
of there, but reports are prevalent that 
3,000 federal troops are drawing in 
close on the insurrectos near Peder­ 
nales.

Peru, Ind., Dec. 27.—About the mid 
die of January representatives of

Indian families living in this state, 
who insist that the United States gov­ 
ernm ent is indebted to them for annu­ 
ities due for six ty years, will go to 
W ashington, D. C., for the purpose of 
co-operating with Congressman George 
W. Rauch of the Eleventh district, in 
establishing a 
claim amounting to 
$ 30,000. 
The claimants are the LaFontaine, 
Me-shin-go-me-sia, Richardville, Bun­ 
dy, G o d frey and Slocum families. The 
Bundy, Godfroy and Slocum families 
held a m eeting recently at the home 
of Mrs. Susan Pim-yot-o-mie, on the 
bank of the Mississinewa river, east 
of this city, and selected Ross and Jud- 
son Bundy to represent them. 
The 
other families will select representa­ 
tives in time to permit Congressman 
Rauch to put the bill before congress 
about Jan. 15, and it has been deemed 
advisable for the Indian representa­ 
tives of 4’ e six families to be present 
in the house when the m atter conies 
up. 
The late Chief Gabriel Godfroy, of 
the Miamis. made a number of trips to 
W ashington and succeeded in getting 
$ 100,000 in 1893. 
The money was dis­ 
tributed and every m ember of the Mi­ 
amis in Indiana received an equal 
share, irrespective of age. 
Other an­ 
nuities were appealed for, but without 
success. 
Several times Chief God­ 
froy. who died last August, received 
overtures from attorneys at W ashing­ 
ton who said they would get the money 
for the Indians if they were paid one- 
third of the amount. 
This Chief God­ 
froy would not consent to, although he 
said he had been offered a “rake-off.” 
"The money is not mine to give away,” 
said he. “It belongs to my people and 
they ought to have it.”

Indianapolis, Dec. 27.—During 
the 
fiscal year which closed Sept. 30, there 
in » a total of 1,129 mine accidents in 
the state, according to the current 
annual report from the office of J ames 
Epperson, state mine Inspector, just 
issued. 
“While this num ber will greatly ex ­ 
ceed 
accidents 
reported 
in 
other 
states,” said Mr. Epperson, “it should 
be noted that the fatal accident rate 
in Indiana is very much lower, when 
the tonnage of coal is considered, than 
in any other state in the Union. 
“I require that every accident in or 
about a mine, however trivial, if it re­ 
sults in a loss of time by any of the 
men, shall 
be reported. 
In 
other 
states such reports are not required; 
hence in Indiana our total num ber of 
accidents is relatively large. 
W e go 
beyond the statutory requirem ent in 
this state in calling for accident re­ 
ports, and all the mine operators have 
joined with us in the method adopted.” 
The total num ber of accidents are 
classified by Mr. Epperson as follows: 
Fatal, 50; permanent, 8 ; serious, 525; 
minor, 546. 
The tonnage rate of 
deaths for the year was 273,841 tons 
produced to every death from a mine 
accident. The tonnage rate during the 
preceding year was 266.606 tons to the 
death.
